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PLACES  OF  HISTORICAL  INTEREST. 


House  of  Rev.  Joseph  Avery,  the  first  minister — the  house  on 
Main  St.  now  occupied  by  C.  Walter  Clapp. 

Site  of  the  house  of  Rev.  Joseph  Palmer,  the  second  minister — 
back  of  the  large  elms  at  the  residence  of  W.  L.  Cady,  near  the 
Common  Cemetery. 

Home  of  Rev.  Pitt  Clarke,  the  third  minister,  now  the  residence 
of  N.  E.  Freeman  on  Mansfield  Ave. 

Site  of  the  house  of  William  Witherell,  the  first  settler — marked 
by  the  stone  erected  by  the  town  on  Bay  St.,  east  of  Winnicunnet 
Pond. 

The  Maj.  Leonard  or  Peddy  Bowen  house,  the  first  frame 
house  built  in  town  is  situated  opposite  the  brick  jewelry  shop  at 
Chartley. 

The  Chartley  Iron  Works  operated  by  the  Leonard  family  from 
1696  to  1790  is  now  the  site  of  the  buildings  owned  by  the  W.  A. 
Sturdy  Mfg.  Co. 

The  house  of  E.  B.  Codding  on  Worcester  St.  was  built  and 
occupied  for  some  time  by  Judge  Leonard. 

The  house  formerly  the  home  of  Judge  Wheaton  is  now  the 
Wheaton  Inn. 

The  site  of  the  first  church  is  marked  by  a  monument  on  the 
Common  at  the  Center. 

The  "Gun-house"  of  the  Norton  Artillery  is  now  used  as  a 
blacksmith  shop  by  Ruel  L.  Robinson.  It  formerly  stood  near 
the  car  barn. 

The  first  grist  mill  in  town,  built  by  Maj.  George  Leonard  in 
1711,  was  at  Barrowsville. 

*  King  Philip's  cave,  reputed  to  be  a  resort  of  that  Indian  chief- 
tain, is  near  Winnicunnet  village. 


A  BRIEF  HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 

BY  JACOB  A.  LEONARD. 


The  first  purchase  of  land  for  the  settlement  of  Taunton  was 
made  m  the  year  1638.  Thirty  years  later,  in  1668,  the  territory 
lying  northerly  of  the  original  purchase  was  added  to  it.  This 
second  tract  was  an  irregular  shaped  piece  of  land  comprising  all 
of  what  is  now  the  town  of  Easton,  most  of  the  town  of  Mansfield 
and  about  one-third  of  the  present  town  of  Norton.  It  was  called 
the  Taunton  North  Purchase,  and  settlers  immediately  began  to 
take  up  land.  Forty  years  rolled  by,  and  then  the  inhabitants 
of  the  North  Purchase,  together  with  those  living  in  the  northerly 
angle  of  the  old  Taunton  town,  began  agitating  the  question  of 
either  a  new  town  or  a  separate  precinct.  Their  main  reason  was 
that  the  distance  was  too  great  for  them  to  attend  church  in  Taun- 
ton. The  General  Court  granted  their  wishes  and  constituted 
them  as  the  North  Precinct  of  Taunton,  September  16,  1709,  and 
in  the  bill  constituting  the  Precinct  it  stated  ''that  the  meeting 
house  should  be  set  on  the  northward  side  of  the  way  that  leads 
over  Rumford  River  at  Crossman's  way,  at  the  place  where  the  way 
crosseth  it  that  leads  from  John  Hodges'  to  the  Beach  Island." 
On  June  12,  1711,  the  said  North  Precinct  was  incorporated  as 
the  Town  of  Norton,  which  was  named  for  Norton  in  Oxfordshire, 
England.  In  1725,  the  East  Precinct  of  Norton  was  incorporated 
as  the  Town  of  Easton;  in  1775  the  North  Precinct  of  Norton  was 
incorporated  as  the  Town  of  Mansfield.  The  first  settlement 
within  the  present  limits  of  Norton  is  believed  to  be  that  of  William 
Witherell  in  1669,  on  the  East  side  of  Winnicunnet  Pond,  and 
the  town  a  number  of  years  ago,  erected  a  stone  to  mark  the  spot 
where  this  house  stood.  The  first  frame  house  in  town  was  the 
Judge  Leonard  or  the  Peddy  Bowen  mansion  in  Chartley  erected 


before  1700.  The  house  of  the  first  minister,  Rev.  Joseph  Avery, 
was  erected  in  1711  or  1712.  The  first  church  was  erected  in  1710, 
on  the  Common,  where  the  town  has  placed  a  stone  to  mark  the 
spot  where  it  stood.  The  society  was  organized  in  1714  as  the 
Congregational  Society.  The  second  church  was  erected  in  1753, 
and  stood  about  ten  feet  easterly  from  where  the  first  church  stood. 
The  society  was  incorporated  in  1783  as  the  Congregational  Parish. 
A  bell  was  purchased  of  Paul  Revere  and  Son  in  1810,  and  cost 
$373.80,  its  weight  being  875  lbs.,  and  it  is  the  same  bell  that  now 
belongs  to  the  Congregational  Parish.  In  1835,  the  third  and 
present  church  was  erected  opposite  the  Common,  on  land  given 
by  Mrs.  Peddy  Bowen.

The  Trinitarian  Congregational  Society  was  organized  in  1832. 
The  church  was  erected  in  1834.  In  1884,  through  the  generosity 
of  the  late  Eliza  B.  Wheaton,  extensive  repairs  and  alterations  were 
made  upon  the  church  and  she  also  presented  the  society  with  the 
clock  now  in  the  tower  of  the  church. 

The  Baptist  Society  was  organized  in  1835;  the  church  was 
erected  in  1830. 

The  Weslyan  Methodist  Society  was  organized  in  1850;  the 
church  was  erected  the  same  year. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Society  was  organized  in  1870;  the 
church  was  erected  in  the  same  vear. 


St.  Mary's  Catholic  church  was  erected  about  1805. 

The  first  minister  in  town  was  Rev.  Joseph  Avery,  who  was 
ordained  October  28,  1714,  and  dismissed  February  10,  1749.  He 
was  pastor  of  the  church  34  years,  o  months  and  2  days. 

The  town  a  few  years  ago  erected  a  memorial  stone  over  his 
grave  in  Norton  Common  Cemetery. 

The  second  minister  was  Rev.  Joseph  Palmer,  who  was  ordained 
January  3,  1753,  and  died  April  4,  1791.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
church  38  years,  3  months  and  1  day. 

The  third  minister  was  Rev.  Pitt  Clarke,  who  was  ordained 
July  3,  1793.  He  died  February  18,  1835,  having  been  pastor  of 
the  church  41  years,  7  months  and  10  days. 

The  total  length  of  service  of  the  three  ministers  was  114  years, 
1  month  and  13  da  vs.

MUNICIPAL  AFFAIRS. 

In  the  municipal  and  official  history  of  the  town  we  find  that 
Col.  George  Leonard  was  judge  of  probate  from  1747  to  1778,  and 
his  son  Hon.  George  Leonard,  Jr.,  was  register  of  probate  from 
1749  to  1783,  and  in  1784  was  appointed  judge  of  probate.  Rather 
an  unusual  sight  to  see  the  father  the  judge  and  the  son  register 
of  the  same  court  and  at  the  same  time. 


Until  about  50  years  ago  probate  court  was  held  in  this  town. 

We  also  find  that  Major,  Col.  George  and  Judge  George  Leon- 
ard and  Laban  Wheaton,  were  judges  at  different  times  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas. 

We  have  had  three  councillors  from  this  town  namely,  Col. 
George  Leonard  from  1741  to  1766;  Hon.  George  Leonard,  Jr., 
from  1770  to  1775;  Hon.  Laban  M.  Wheaton,  1857  and  1858. 

We  have  had  two  representatives  in  congress,  Hon.  George 
Leonard  who  was  elected  for  the  first  and  third  congresses  and 
Hon.  Laban  Wheaton  who  was  elected  1809  to  1817. 

We  have  had  six  state  senators,  namely,  Hon.  Abraham  White, 
elected  1787  and  1788;  Hon.  George  Leonard,  elected  1793;  Hon. 
Seth  Smith,  Jr.,  elected  1797;  Hon.  Cromwell  Leonard,  elected 
1848  and  1849;  Hon.  John  Crane,  elected  1852;  Hon.  Austin  Mes- 
singer,  elected  1888  and  1889. 

In  1857  the  state  was  divided  into  senatorial  and  represen- 
tative districts. 

The  whole  number  of  representatives  from  the  town  of  Norton 
since  its  incorporation  up  to  1858,  when  the  state  was  divided  into 
districts,  and  the  number  of  representatives  was  established  at 
240,  was  88.  We  find  that  14  different  times  the  town  voted  not 
to  send  or  there  was  no  choice;  some  years  the  town  would  elect 
two.  Then  again  it  was  difficult  to  find  any  one  to  serve.  We 
find  that  some  years  the  town  would  ballot  all  day  and  not  elect 
any  one,  as  it  had  to  take  a  majority,  then  perhaps  vote  not  to  send 
any  one.  We  find  that  one  year  the  town  did  not  elect  and  it  was 
fined  £20.  At  a  town  meeting  the  selectmen  were  instructed  to 
petition  to  the  general  court  to  remit  the  fine,  which  was  done. 

John  Crane  was  representative  in  1858.  Daniel  S.  Cobb  in 
1859;  Annes  A.  Lincoln,  Jr.,  in  1860;  Horatio  Bates  in  1863  and 
1865;  Augustus  Lane  in  1868;  WilHam  D.  Witherell  in  1869;  John 
R.  Rogerson  in  1872;  Andrew  H.  Sweet  in  1873;  George  R.  Perry 
in  1876;  William  D.  Witherell  in  1879;  Austin  Messinger  in  1882; 
Moses  Lincoln  in  1885;  George  R.  Perry  in  1888;  Andrew  H.  Sweet 
in  1892;  Jacob  A.  Leonard  in  1900;  Charles  T.  Oldfield  in  1904; 
William  E.  Payson  in  1910;  Henry  G.  Danforth  in  1911. 


MILITARY  AFFAIRS. 

At  one  time  there  were  three  military  companies  in  town.  The 
Norton  artillery  and  two  companies  of  infantry.  One  company 
on  the  east  side  of  Rumford  river  and  one  on  the  west  side.  The 
last  two  companies  were  disbanded  in  1834,  owing  to  a  change  in 
the  military  system  of  Massachusetts.  The  Norton  artillery  was 
changed  to  light  infantry  and  moved  to  Foxboro  in  1854,  which 
was  a  mistake,  being  one  of  the  oldest  military  companies  in  the 
state.  An  effort  should  have  been  made  to  have  kept  it  in  town. 
Training  day  as  it  was  called  was  the  one  day  of  the  year  in  town; 
in  fact,  it  was  a  general  holiday.

In  the  Revolutionary  War  it  is  almost  impossible  to  tell  how 
many  served  in  that  war  from  Norton,  but  as  near  as  can  be  esti- 
mated not  far  from  300,  for  their  length  of  service  varied  from 
2  days  to  3  years. 

We  find  that  during  the  Civil  War  there  were  155  men  credited 
to  the  town  of  Norton.  The  highest  rank  that  any  one  held  was 
first  lieutenant  which  was  held  by  Benjamin  H.  Richmond;  Albert 


A.  Austin  held  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant.  There  were  many 
other  sons  of  Norton  who  went  from  other  places  that  were  not 
credited  to  Norton  but  from  the  place  of  enlistment. 

PHYSICIANS. 

The  following  physicians  have  lived  and  practiced  medicine 
in  town.  We  have  not  included  those  who  lived  in  Mansfield  or 
Easton  or  who  were  only  here  a  short  time  and  we  find  that  most  of 
them  practiced  farming  as  well  as  medicine  as  many  of  them  were 
located  away  from  the  center  of  the  town.  We  have  no  account 
of  the  very  earliest  physicians.  No  doubt  there  were  some  in  town, 
but  we  don't  know  who  they  were. 

Dr.  William  Ware  of  Wrentham,  lived  on  and  owned  the  farm 
now  belonging  to  David  Boudreau.  He  was  here  aljout  20  years; 
moved  from  town,  1750. 

Dr.  John  Wild,  Jr.,  born  in  Braintree,  1727  and  came  to  Nor- 
ton and  lived  on  the  farm  belonging  to  S.  Lewis  Leonard;  he  died, 
1756. 

Dr.  George  Wheaton,  born  in  Swansea,  172S,  came  to  Norton 
and  bought  the  farm  now  belonging  to  the  heirs  of  Benjamin  E. 
Sweet.  The  house  stood  over  the  line  about  three  rods  in  the  town 
of  Mansfield.  He  was  the  father  of  Judge  Wheaton.  He  after- 
wards sold  out  and  moved  to  the  farm  now  owned  by  Charles  G. 
Clapp.    He  died  in  1803. 

Dr.  Gideon  Tift'any,  born  1737  in  Attleboro.  Came  to  Norton 
and  lived  with  Rev.  Joseph  Avery,  whose  farm  he  had  bought. 
After  Mr.  Avery's  death  he  sold  out  and  moved  to  New  Hampshire 
in  1782. 

Dr.  Daniel  Parker,  born  in  Plympton  in  1750.  Came  to  Nor- 
ton; bought  the  farm  now  owned  by  George  Bruce;  died,  1826. 

Dr.  Timothy  Smith,  born  in  Norton,  1754;  owned  and  lived 
on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Joseph  Fitzgerald;  he  died  1794. 

Dr.  Nathan  Babbitt,  born  in  Norton,  1755;  lived  on  the  farm 
in  Winnecunnet  now  owned  by  the  heirs  of  Calvin  Lincoln;  mo\ed 
to  New  Hampshire,  1789. 

Dr.  Samuel  Morey,  born  in  Norton  1757;  lived  on  the  farm  now 
owned  by  Alden  G.  Walker;  he  died  1836. 


REV  PITT  CLARK  was  the  third  minister  of  the  First  Con- 
gregational Church  in  Norton,  being  ordained  July  3,  179:3.  He 
was  born  in  Medfield,  January  15,  1763,  and  died  in  Norton,  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1835,  after  a  ministry  of  forty-one  years.  During  his 
ministry  the  present  bell  in  the  church  was  purchased,  IMr.  Clark 
agreeing  to  bear  the  expense  of  having  it  rung.  In  his  70th  vear 
he  wrote  his  autobiography,  a  copy  of  which  is  to  Ije  found  in  the 
history  of  Norton. 


Dr.  Lewis  Leprilite,  born  in  France;  came  to  Norton  at  the  close 
of  the  Revolutionary  War;  he  lived  on  the  farm  now  belonging  to 
Charles  G.  Clapp;  he  left  town  1792. 

Dr.  Leavit  Bates,  born  in  Mansfield,  1770;  came  to  Norton 
and  lived  on  the  place  lately  owned  by  Rev.  F.  W.  Holden;  he  died 
1850. 

Dr.  Asa  Adams,  born  in  Natick,  1795;  came  to  Norton  1819; 
lived  in  the  house  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Taipe;  left  town  1841;  died 
in  Taunton  in  1852. 

Dr.  Richard  F.  Sweet,  born  in  Norton,  1801;  he  lived  on  the 
place  now  owned  by  Oren  E.  Walker;  he  began  to  practice  in  town 
1831  and  died  1841. 

Dr.  Ira  Barrows,  born  in  Attleboro  1804;  came  to  Norton  1841, 
left  town  1851  and  died  some  years  ago  in  Rhode  Island. 

Dr.  Benjamin  M.  Round,  born  in  Rehoboth,  1816;  came  to 
Norton  1843,  and  died  in  town  1900. 

Dr.  George  W.  Wild,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Norton,  October  11,  1854. 
After  graduating  practiced  in  town  a  number  of  years.  Then  moved 
to  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  where  he  died  May  24,  1909. 

Dr.  Arthur  M.  Round  was  born  in  Norton,  September  13,  1852. 
After  graduating,  began  to  practice;  he  is  now  the  only  physician  in 
town 

We  will  now  mention  the  names  of  a  few  of  the  men  who  have 
been  prominent  in  the  business  and  political  affairs  of  the  town. 
Nathaniel  Newcomb,  one  of  the  most  successful  business  men  in 
town,  owned  and  carried  on  a  cotton  batting  business  in  the  mill 
near  his  house,  and  his  daughter.  Miss  Harriet  A.  Newcomb,  gave 
the  town  the  present  town  house  to  carry  out  the  wish  of  her  father 
to  do  something  for  the  town.  John  Crane,  who  for  30  years  was 
town  clerk  and  treasurer,  also  senator  and  representative.  George 
B.  Crane,  half  brother  of  John,  who  did  quite  an  amount  of  legal 
business  in  town,  also  representative  and  selectman.  Austin  Mes- 
singer  was  23  years  town  clerk  and  treasurer,  also  senator,  repre- 
sentative and  selectman.  Cromwell  Leonard,  who  in  his  day  did 
more  business  than  any  one  else  in  town  settling  up  estates — in 
fact,  he  was  what  would  be  called  the  country  lawyer — ^was  also 
senator,  representative  and  selectman.    Laban  M.  Wheaton,  who 


REV.  GEORGE  FABER  CLARK,  HISTORIAN  OF  NOR- 
TON. Born  in  Dublin,  N.  H.,  February  24,  1817.  At  the  age 
of  fourteen  was  apprenticed  for  seven  years  to  a  shoemaker.  When 
nineteen  bought  the  rest  of  his  time  and  began  educating  himself 
for  the  ministry.  Graduated  from  Harvard  School  of  Theology, 
1846.  Ordained  in  1847.  Married  in  same  year  to  Harriet  Emery. 
Installed  pastor  of  Congregational  Unitarian  Church,  Norton, 
August  11,  1852,  and  served  nine  years.  He  was  Town  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  three  years.  Published  history  of  the  town  in  1859. 
Afterwards  preached  in  Castine,  Me.,  Stowe  and  Mendon,  Mass. 
He  died  at  his  home  in  West  Acton,  July  31,  1899. 


gave  the  most  of  his  great  weaUh  to  the  Wheaton  Seminary,  which 
was  founded  by  his  father,  Judge  Wheaton,  was  also  a  councillor 
and  representative.  General  Samuel  A.  Chapin,  who  more  than 
any  one  was  instrumental  in  having  the  town  appropriate  mone^' 
to  enclose  and  beautify  the  common  at  Norton  Centre,  at  the  time 
of  his  death  was  president  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Norton 
Public  Library.  And  last  but  not  least  Rev.  George  Faber  Clark, 
who  was  pastor  of  the  Congregational  parish  for  nine  years,  town 
clerk  and  treasurer  for  three  years,  and  the  author  of  the  history' 
of  Norton  acknowledged  to  be  one  of  the  best  town  histories  ever 
written. 

Among  those  who  were  born  in  Norton,  but  have  lived  in 
other  places,  and  who  have  brought  credit  to  their  birthplace, 
may  be  mentioned: 

Rev.  Thomas  Shepard,  D.  D.,  of  the  Congregational  Church; 
Rev.  Gardner  B.  Perry,  D.  D.,  of  the  Congregational  Church;  Rev. 
John  Crane,  D.  D.,  of  the  Congregational  Church;  Rev.  Benjamin 
Braman,  a  benefactor  of  the  Norton  Public  Library;  Dr.  William 
Perry,  a  noted  physician  of  N.  H.;  Dr.  Edward  H.  Clarke,  a  noted 
physician  of  Boston;  Charles  Danforth,  a  well  known  inventor  and 
mechanic;  Col.  Almon  D.  Hodges,  interested  in  the  schools  and 
people  of  the  town;  Hon.  John  J.  Clarke,  first  mayor  of  Roxbury, 
Mass.;  Hon.  George  Leonard  Clarke,  first  mayor  of  Providence, 
R.  L;  Hon.  Richard  Henry  LI  all,  former  mayor  of  launton,  Mass.; 
Hon.  Lloyd  Everett  White,  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court;  Hon. 
Frederic  Stanley  Hall,  ex-member  of  the  Governor's  Council; 
Samuel  M.  Holman,  ex-representative  and  prominent  man  of  At- 
tleboro;  Silas  A.  Stone,  County  Commissioner  of  Norfolk  County, 
and  many  others  that  could  be  mentioned. 

INDUSTRIES. 

Norton,  like  all  New  England  towns,  was  settled  by  men  who 
were  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits,  as  can  be  attested  by  the 
large  farms  that  were  brought  under  cultivation  by  their  energy 
and  perseverance. 

We  find  that  in  1784,  there  were  returned  75<S  cows, 
290  oxen,  293  horses,  139  swine,  2922  sheep,  1S44  tons  of  hay, 
1550  barrels  of  cider. 


DR.  BENJAMIN  M.  ROUND.  Born  in  Rehoboth,  August 
11,  1816.  He  studied  medicine  with  Dr.  Randell  of  Rehoboth, 
Dr.  Swan  of  Easton  and  at  Harvard  College.  Began  practice  in 
Norton  in  1843.  A  year  later  he  associated  with  Dr.  Ira  Barrows 
in  the  practice  ot  homeopathy.  That  system  became  so  popular 
that  calls  took  them  all  the  way  to  Providence,  R.  I.,  where  thev 
established  an  office,  each  driving  over  the  road  on  alternate  days. 
Later,  Dr.  Barrows  located  in  Providence  and  Dr.  Round  remained 
in  Norton.  He  early  became  the  physician  of  Wheaton  Seminary 
and  held  the  position  forty  years.    He  died  in  1900. 


We  find  that  the  first  iron  forge  that  was  erected  in  Norton  was 
that  one  at  what  is  now  Chartley.  On  the  site  now  stands  the  brick 
jewelry  shop  of  W.  A.  Sturdy.  It  was  begun  in  1695  by  Thomas 
and  James  Leonard,  but  it  was  completed  by  the  son  of  Thomas, 
Major  George  Leonard,  who  came  into  possession  of  the  works, 
and  it  was  operated  by  the  Leonard  family;  that  is,  the  father,  son 
and  grandson  until  about  1800,  when  it  went  to  decay.  We  find 
that  Judge  Leonard  erected  a  grist  mill  in  1805  on  the  site  of  the 
old  forge,  and  was  operated  from  1825  to  about  1850,  up  to  the 
time  of  Mrs.  Peddy  Bowen's  death,  who  had  come  into  the  pos- 
session of  the  propery  on  the  death  of  her  father,  Judge  Leonard, 
and  after  her  death  her  property  was  divided  and  passed  into  other 
hands,  and  out  of  the  family  name. 

The  first  saw  mill  that  was  erected  in  Norton  supposed  to  be 
the  one  on  Mulberry  meadow  brook,  back  of  the  residence  of  the 
late  Thomas  Copeland,  which  was  built  in  1710,  and  as  I  learn 
there  has  been  a  mill  on  the  same  site  ever  since  the  first  one  was 
built  and  was  operated  duriag  the  winter  months  until  it  was  sold 
to  the  Fuller,  Hammond  Co.  a  few  years  ago.  The  first  corn  or 
grist  mill  in  town  was  erected  at  Barrowsville,  (we  think  about 
1711)  by  George  Leonard,  and  for  many  years  it  was  the  only  one 
in  town.  A  saw  mill  was  also  built  at  Barrowsville  and  both  the 
grist  and  saw  mills  stood  about  opposite  the  site  of  the  old  cotton 
mill.  The  mill  remained  in  the  Leonard  family  until  about  1770, 
and  after  changing  owners  a  number  of  times  it  was  bought  by 
Ephraim  Raymond  in  1790,  who  built  an  iron  forge  and  carried 
on  business  for  a  number  of  years.  In  1810  Mr,  Raymond  and 
his  father-in-law,  Josiah  Dean,  erected  the  cotton  mill  that  was 
owned  and  operated  by  different  companies  until  the  mill  was 
burned  about  20  years  ago.  The  Barrowsville  Bleachery  is  now 
located  on  the  premises  south  of  where  the  mill  stood.  Benjamin 
Leonard  had  a  saw  mill  and  iron  forge  (1718)  located  about  where 
the  reservoir  dam  is,  near  the  bridge.  William  Makepeace  erected 
about  1730  a  grist  and  saw  mill  on  the  spot  where  the  saw  mill  of 
Daniel  and  Lewis  Woodward  stands.  In  1751  or  1752  these  mills 
were  rebuilt  by  Peter  Makepeace,  son  of  William.  There  was 
also  an  iron  forge  and  slitting  mill  just  below,  and  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  road  from  where  the  grist  and  saw  mill  stands.  In  1792 
this  privilege  passed  into  the  hands  of  Lysander  Makepeace,  the 


HON.  AUSTIN  MESSINGER.  Born  in  Norton,  November 
2,  1817.  Died,  February  1,  1898.  He  was  a  painter  by  trade, 
but  owing  to  its  affecting  his  health  he  was  obUged  to  take  up  other 
Hues  of  work.

son  of  Peter,  who  sold  in  1811  land  for  a  bleachery,  and  water 
privilege  for  a  factory  to  Daniel  Patten  and  others.  The  cotton 
mill  was  built  and  went  into  operation  the  same  year.  They  made 
cotton  cloth  and  yarn  about  18  years — then  the  factory  passed  to 
chfferent  owners  and  was  purchased  by  Eddy  Lincoln  about  1845, 
together  with  the  grist  and  saw  mill.  There  was  at  one  time  pre- 
vious to  1744  a  saw  mill  and  iron  forge  on  Rumford  river,  back  of 
the  old  Lane  barn,  near  Talbot's  mills,  that  belonged  to  Ebenezer 
Burt,  which  passed  from  one  owner  to  another  and  at  last  was  pur- 
chased by  Daniel  Lane  and  brothers,  who  rebuilt  the  saw  mill. 
Also  a  grist  mill  was  built  some  time  before  1800.  In  1828  a  com- 
pany was  formed  and  the  cotton  factory,  or  Centre  mills,  was  built. 
It  did  not  run  but  a  few  years  when  it  passed  to  different  owners, 
and  finally  it  became  a  part  of  the  Norton  Mills  Company,  and  a 
number  of  years  ago  was  burned. 

Previous  to  1745  Jonathan  Hodges  erected  a  mill  on  Goose 
brook,  just  below  the  bridge  near  where  John  H.  Arnold  lives, 
for  fulling,  dyeing  and  dressing  cloth.  This  was  the  first  mill  for 
that  business  erected  in  Norton. 

Owing  to  some  trouble  with  Judge  Leonard,  whose  land  w^as 
flowed  by  the  fulling  mill  pond,  Mr,  Hodges  moved  his  mill  down 
stream  about  35  rods  where  he  carried  on  business  until  about  1784, 
when  his  son,  Jonathan  Hodges,  Jr.,  assumed  the  business  and 
carried  it  on  until  his  death  in  1814.  The  property  was  afterwards 
sold  to  David  and  George  H.  Arnold,  and  the  porch  of  Mr.  Arnold's 
house  was  a  part  of  the  old  fulling  mill.  More  than  150  years  ago 
a  saw  mill  was  built  by  John  Andrews  on  Burt's  brook  about  80 
rods  up  stream  at  what  is  now  called  Meadow  brook.  In  1800  a 
saw  mill  was  built  on  Burt's  brook,  near  by  the  furnace,  by  Luther 
Lincoln.  A  carding  mill  was  started  there  in  1814.  The  furnace 
for  casting  iron,  etc.,  was  built  by  Annis  A.  Lincoln  in  1825,  and 
it  was  run  by  members  of  the  Lincoln  family  until  it  was  burned 
some  30  years  ago. 

About  100  years  ago  a  saw  mill  was  built  on  Dora's  brook  by 
Samuel  Hunt  about  50  rods  above  where  the  late  Charles  H.  Briggs' 
wheelwright  shop  stood.  In  1807  a  saw  mill  was  built  by  Terry 
Crane  on  the  spot  where  the  said  Charles  H.  Briggs'  shop  was  after- 
wards built.    Before  1701  a  grist  and  saw  mill  was  built  by  Rev 


Nathaniel  Leonard  and  his  brother,  Col.  George  Leonard,  on  Wad- 
ing river,  near  the  residence  of  the  late  Augustus  Lane,  after  a  num- 
ber of  changes  of  owners.  In  1820  the  mills  came  into  the  pos- 
session of  the  Lane  brothers  who  rebuilt  the  mills  in  1835.  The 
entire  privilege  and  appurtenances  were  sold  to  William  A.  and 
Samuel  L.  Crocker,  who  wanted  the  water  to  carry  by  canal  to  the 
copper  works  three-quarters  of  a  mile  below. 

About  1845  the  mill  buildings  were  torn  down.  In  1783,  we 
find  that  a  grist  mill  and  fulling  mill  was  erected  on  Canoe  river  a 
short  distance  from  the  Easton  line,  between  where  the  Nathaniel 
Newcomb  factory  stands  and  the  saw  mill,  by  Nathan  and  Ed- 
ward Babbitt  and  Annis  Newcomb.  The  saw  mill  was  built  pre- 
vious to  1795.  In  1811,  Jonathan  Smith  and  others,  built  a  fac- 
tory for  making  cotton  yarn.  This  factory  was  owned  by  different 
parties  up  to  1822,  when  Nathaniel  Newcomb  bought  the  whole 
of  it  and  made  yarn  for  a  time,  then  thread,  and  finally  wadding 
and  batting.  In  1831  the  factory  was  burned.  Mr.  Newxomb 
rebuilt  on  the  same  spot,  the  present  mill,  in  1832.  No  one  runs 
the  factory  at  present.  The  grist  mill  went  into  disuse  in  1814; 
the  fulling  mill  about  1820. 

In  1809  Zebulon  White  built  the  saw  mill  on  Rumford  river, 
now  owned  by  Loren  B.  Willis.  In  1796  Benjamin  Horton  built 
a  slitting  mill  on  Wading  river  at  the  copper  works,  on  the  spot 
where  the  cupola  and  smelting  furnace  stood,  near  the  bridge.  This 
mill  was  burned  in  1824.  Mr.  Horton  also  had  a  mill  for  cutting 
nails  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  which  was  burned  before  the 
slitting  mill. 

Crocker  &  Richmond  erected  the  cupola  furnace  building  in 
1825  for  a  copper  rolling  mill,  also  a  copper  refining  furnace,  after- 
wards used  as  a  yellow  metal  furnace.  They  carried  on  the  copper 
business  in  these  two  buildings  until  1835.  In  that  year  the  Crocker 
brothers  dug  the  canal  from  the  mill  pond  of  Allen  and  Augustus 
Lane's  and  erected  the  lower  mill  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  river 
which  is  operated  by  the  water  from  the  canal.  In  183S  they  added 
the  upper  or  zinc  mill.  During  the  year  1853  they  put  on  an  ad- 
dition to  the  cupola  smelting  furnace  for  the  purpose  of  condensing 
the  oxide  of  zinc  escaping  from  the  furnace,  which  prevituisly  passed 


off  through  the  chimney  into  the  atmosphere  in  the  form  of  vapor 
or  smoke,  which  powder  was  used  in  painting,  although  not  as 
white  as  lead. 

In  1837  William  A.  West,  in  one  of  these  buildings  commenced 
making  cents  for  the  United  States  government,  or  rather  he  pre- 
pared them  for  coining  and  sent  them  to  the  mint  for  that  purpose. 
He  continued  to  manufacture  them  till  the  issue  of  the  new  and 
smaller  cent.    On  an  average  he  made  about  sixty  tons  per  year. 

The  Copper  works  was  moved  to  Taunton  a  number  of  years 
ago  and  the  buildings  are  all  removed.  The  street  railway  runs 
through  the  mill  yard. 

About  100  years  ago  it  is  believed  Isaac  Francis  built  a  cutting 
mill  on  Rumford  river  not  far  from  the  back  of  the  house  formerly 
owned  by  Wilham  A.  King.  Araunah  Smith  had  a  cutting  mill 
some  100  years  ago  back  of  his  son's  house,  on  the  brook  that 
passes  near  Orville  Sweet's.  George  Hodges  built  a  fulling  mill 
on  Wading  river  below  Barrowsville  about  1810.  Owing  to  trouble 
with  the  owners  of  the  factory  for  flowing  back  upon  their  water- 
wheel,  he  was  obliged  to  take  down  his  dam  and  moved  his  mill 
to  the  small  stream  near  his  house,  which  is  just  this  side  of  the 
house  of  the  late  William  A.  Lane  He  carried  on  business  until 
he  died  in  1828.  David  and  Josiah  Woodward  built  a  saw  mill 
on  Rumford  river  just  above  the  junction  with  Wading  river  about 
1815.  It  was  only  used  some  ten  or  fifteen  years.  The  privilege 
has  not  since  been  occupied.  Previous  to  the  Revolution,  Ben- 
jamin Braman  built  a  saw  mill  on  Goose  brook  back  of  where  the 
late  Allen  D.  Lane  lived.  Being  absent  in  the  war,  the  mill  ran 
down.  WiUiam  Braman  and  Seneca  Sanford  built  a  saw  mill  on 
the  same  spot  about  1814.  It  was  used  by  Mr.  Braman  until  his 
death  in  1839,  and  then  went  to  decay. 

The  first  tannery  in  town  was  supposed  to  have  been  between 
the  school  house  in  District  No.  3  and  Burt's  brook,  built  soon  after 
the  incorporation  of  the  town  by  John  Andrews,  who  settled  there- 
abouts. The  first  one  that  we  are  certain  about,  was  built  about 
1740  by  Deacon  Benjamin  Copeland,  between  the  house  of  Thomas 
Copeland  and  Mulberry  Meadow  brook.  It  continued  in  the 
Copeland  family  until  it  went  to  decay  about  1845.  About  1758, 
David  Arnold  set  up  a  tannery  on  Burt's  brook,  not  far  from  the

Dignified 
and  courteous  of  bearing,  he  was  an  earnest  worker  in  all  things 
pertaining  to  the  advancement  of  his  native  town. 


farm  of  the  late  Adam  Jackson.  Some  150  years  ago  there  was 
a  tannery  on  Rumford  river  back  of  the  Mason  Freeman  farm, 
owned  by  a  Mr.  Bassett.  It  was  afterwards  owned  by  George 
Walker.    It  fell  into  disuse,  some  80  years  ago. 

As  some  of  the  present  generation  do  not  understand  the  mean- 
ing of  fulling,  cutting  and  slitting  mills  we  will  now  try  to  explain, 
as  we  stated  in  the  beginning  that  the  first  branch  of  business  estab- 
lished here  aside  from  farming  was  the  manufacture  of  iron  from 
the  ore.  For  many  years  it  furnished  employment  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  men  and  boys,  the  making  of  nails  being  a  very  prominent 
feature  of  the  business.  At  first  these  were  all  hammered  separ- 
ately by  hand  but  this  was  a  slow  and  expensive  process,  and  led 
to  the  invention  of  the  slitting  and  cutting  mills  as  they  were  called. 
The  slitting  mills  were  used  to  slit  the  iron  that  had  been  rolled 
down  to  a  proper  thickness,  into  strips  of  the  width  needed  for  the 
length  of  the  nails  and  the  cutting  mills  cut  these  strips  into  nails, 
which,  for  a  long  time,  were  headed  by  hand. 

Some  one  hundred  }'ears  ago  the  business  of  cutting  and  head- 
ing nails  was  carried  on  here  quite  extensively  but  since  nails  have 
been  headed  by  machinery  the  business  has  passed  away  from  Nor- 
ton, and  at  the  present  we  do  not  know  of  one  of  these  small  nail 
shops  standing  in  town. 

In  the  early  history  of  our  country  the  mothers  and  daughters 
carded  and  spun  by  hand,  and  also  wove  into  cloth  the  wool  flax 
and  hemp  raised  in  those  days.  When  woven,  the  woolen  cloth 
was  carried  to  the  fulling  mill  to  be  dressed  and  colored  and  thus 
prepared  for  use.  Many  families  did  their  own  coloring,  especially 
of  the  yarn  and  the  linen  cloth.  By  the  erection  of  cotton  mills 
for  making  cloth,  etc.,  in  1810  and  1811,  a  new  impetus  was  given 
to  the  industry  of  the  town.  When  the  mills  went  into  operation 
the  cotton  bales  were  sent  round  to  different  families  in  town  and 
the  cotton  was  whipped  by  men  and  women.  This  was  done  to 
prepare  it  for  use,  instead  of  picking  it  by  a  machine  is  is  done  now. 

Wooden  ploughs  were  made  in  town  at  one  time  by  Daniel 
Briggs,  also  Washburn  Braman,  but  the  making  of  iron  ones  put 
an  end  to  the  business. 

In  1808  George  Gilbert  commenced  to  manufacture  straw  bon- 
nets and  hats,  and  other  parties  also  engaged  in  the  business  at 
different  times  up  to  1857. 


In  1833,  Thomas  Braman,  3d,  built  a  shop  on  the  site  of  L.  13. 
Willis'  cider  mill,  and  made  doors,  window  frames  and  sashes. 
Afterwards  George  Clapp,  also  Earl  and  Royal  P.  Hodges  carried 
on  the  same  business  until  184G,  when  Loren  Willis  bought  the 
shop  and  made  iron  axles  a  few  years.  Ruel  Robinson  afterwards 
manufactured  carriages  for  a  number  of  years. 

In  1858  Austin  Messinger  commenced  to  make  friction 
matches,  near  his  house — afterwards  with  Andrew  H.  Sweet,  under 
the  name  of  Messinger  &  Sweet.  About  1880  they  sold  the  bus- 
iness to  the  Diamond  Match  Co.  In  1883  Andrew  H.  Sweet  com- 
menced to  manufacture  paper  and  wooden  boxes  at  the  same  place. 
The  business  is  still  carried  on  under  the  name  of  A.  H.  Sweet  & 
Son. 

In  1870,  the  Norton  Mills  Company  was  incorporated  and 
commenced  business  at  the  Centre  Mills.  In  1909  they  were  suc- 
ceeded by  the  Talbot  Wool  Combing  Company,  Inc. 

In  1871,  the  first  jewelry  shop  in  town  was  built  at  Chartley 
on  the  site  of  the  first  iron  works.  In  1872,  W.  A.  Sturdy  &  Co. 
started  business  and  continued  till  1885,  then  sold  out  to  Engley, 
Wetherell  &  Co.,  who  in  1896,  sold  out  to  Freeman  Daughaday 
Co.,  who  built  and  moved  in  to  their  new  shop  near  the  bridge  in 
1906. 

The  jewelry  business  of  W.  A.  Sturdy  Mfg.  Co.  was  started  in 
the  new  shop  in  February  1892. 

The  jewelry  business  of  Sturdy  Bros,  was  started  in  the  new 
shop  x\ugust  1,  1900. 

The  jewelry  business  of  Cummings  &  King,  now  England  & 
Gosselin,  was  started  in  the  brick  shop  in  1907. 

The  jewelry  business  of  Elliot  &  Douglass  Mfg.  Co.  was  started 
in  the  new  shop  April  20,  1908. 

The  jewelry  business  of  the  Chartley  Jewelry  Co.  was  started 
in  their  shop  near  Sturdy  St.,  in  1909.

A  few  years  ago  the  Barrowsville  Bleachery  built  and  located 
their  bleachery  near  the  site  of  the  Old  Cotton  Factory  in  Barrows- 
ville. 

The  Norton  &  Taunton  Street  Railway  was  built  in  1898,  con- 
necting Norton  with  Taunton,  Attleboro  and  Mansfield. 

The  Norton  Electric  Light  &  Power  Co.  was  organized  in  1907 . 

The  Lane  Bros.  Laundry  commenced  business  in  1906. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  first  postofiice  within  the  present  limits  of  Norton  was 
established  in  1817,  with  Earl  P.  White  as  postmaster,  who  kept 
the  office  in  his  house,  known  as  the  Hagerty  place. 

The  Norton  Savings  &  Loan  Association  was  organized  at 
Chartley,  January  20,  1890,  with  Austin  Messinger,  President; 
and  C.  Bowen  Wetherell,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

The  Wheaton  Female  Seminary  was  founded  by  Judge  Laban 
Wheaton,  and  the  first  Seminary  building  was  erected  in  1834. 
School  opened  in  1835. 

The  fine  colonial  house,  with  its  pleasant  grounds,  situated  on 
Main  St.  about  half  way  between  the  Seminary  and  the  Norton 
station,  was  purchased  a  few  months  ago  by  Miss  Cornish  and 
Miss  Hyde,  who  have  remodeled  and  fitted  it  up  most  attractively 
as  a  home  school  for  girls,  to  be  known  as  the  "House  in  the  Pines.'* 

The  Norton  Public  Library  building  was  built  and  presented 
to  the  town  by  Mrs.  Eliza  B.  Wheaton  in  1887. 

The  Sturdy  school  house  in  Chartley  was  built  and  presented 
to  the  town  by  William  A.  Sturdy  in  1890. 

The  first  town  house  for  holding  town  meetings  in  was  built 
in  1843.  Previous  to  that  time  the  meetings  were  held  in  the  public 
meeting  house,  either  in  the  south  or  north  precint,  mostly  in  the 
former.  Occasionally  the  meeting  adjourned  to  some  private 
dwelUng  house  in  severe  weather,  the  meeting  house  having 
no  means  of  warming  it.    In  March,  1836,  a  committee  was  chosen

by  the  town  to  buy  the  old  meeting  house,  for  the  use  of  the  town 
which  they  did,  paying  $225  for  it.  It  was  fitted  up  for  that  pur- 
pose, the  lower  story  being  divided  into  several  rooms  and  used 
for  a  paint  shop,  basket  making,  etc.,  the  upper  story  being  used 
for  a  town  hall.  In  September,  1843,  after  holding  several  meet- 
ings the  town  voted  128  to  108  to  build  a  new  town  house,  40  feet 
by  30  feet,  provided  it  should  not  cost  more  than  $350,  including 
the  land  to  set  it  on,  the  old  house  being  thrown  in.  The  old  meet- 
ing house  was  taken  down  and  a  portion  of  it  used  in  the  new  build- 
ings. And  this  building  was  used  as  a  town  house  until  the  present 
house  was  built  in  1881. 

In  looking  up  the  pauper  history  in  town  we  find  that  the  people 
were  very  particular  about  strangers  coming  into  the  town  to  live 
for  fear  that  they  might  become  a  town  charge.  Hence  it  was  cus- 
tomary when  a  person  moved  into  town  to  warn  him  out,  no  matter 
whether  he  was  a  man  of  property  or  not,  and  in  many  cases  the 
constable  carried  the  individual  out  of  town  if  he  would  not  go  of 
his  own  accord.  Even  females  were  notified  to  depart  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  town.  The  last  warrant  for  this  purpose  was  dated 
1794,  and  ordered  the  constable  to  warn  Benjamin  Lane,  late  of 
Dorchester,  to  leave  the  town  within  fourteen  days  as  he  had  not 
got  bondsmen  for  the  town's  security  in  case  he  should  become  a 
town  charge,  signed  by  the  selectmen.  It  was  also  required  of 
those  who  received  a  stranger  into  their  house  to  dwell  or  let  him 
a  house  to  dwell  in,  to  give  notice  of  the  fact  to  the  town  authorities ; 
but  for  all  that  there  were  more  or  less  paupers  in  town  from  the 
fact  that  up  to  1838,  when  the  town  bought  the  John  Hall  farm  for 
an  almshouse  and  poor  farm,  the  matter  of  providing  a  home  for 
our  needy  poor  was  agitated  more  or  less  from  1776  to  1838,  as  the 
record  shows  that  meeting  after  meeting  was  held  and  the  question 
of  providing  a  home  was  voted  down,  until  at  last  the  right  prevailed 
and  the  above  named  farm  was  bought  and  was  used  for  that  pur- 
pose until  a  number  of  years  ago  it  was  sold  and  the  present  town 
farm  bought. 


NATHANIEL  NEWCOMB.  Born  in  Norton,  April  12,  1797. 
He  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  common  schools  only  in  education 
and  when  about  seventeen  entered  the  employ  of  his  brother-in- 
law  in  a  cotton  mill  and  for  many  years  was  identified  and  con- 
nected w4th  cotton  manufacturing.  He  began  business  in  Norton 
as  one  of  the  earliest  manufacturers  and  was  successfully  engaged 
a  few  years  in  cotton  thread-making.  In  1831  he  bought  the  patent 
right  to  make  wadding  and  continued  in  the  business  till  he  retired 
in  1S60.  He  married  Betsey,  daughter  of  Gen.  Thomas  Lincoln, 
and  had  two  daughters,  Betsey  Thomas  Newcomb  and  Harriet 
Augusta  Newcomb.    He  died  Nov.  18,  1876.

LLOYD  EVERETT  WHITE,  son  of  Earl  Carlo  White,  and 
his  wife,  Elizabeth  Ann  Sweet,  was  born  at  the  homestead  in  East 
Norton,  December  12,  1849.  Was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  Norton,  Pawtucket  High  school,  and  graduated  from  Tuft's 
College  in  the  class  of  1873.  Studied  law  in  the  office  of  Major 
James  Brown,  was  admitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Bar  in  1875. 
Practiced  law  in  Taunton,  Mass.,  till  September  17,  1903,  when 
he  was  appointed  by  Governor  John  L.  Bates,  one  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Massachusetts.  Previously  to  his  appoint- 
ment as  judge  he  had  served  on  the  Board  of  School  Committee  of 
Norton  and  Taunton,  represented  Taunton  in  the  General  Court, 
served  as  District  Attorney  for  the  Southern  District  of  Massachu- 
setts, as  City  Solicitor  of  Taunton,  and  in  the  City  Council  of  Taun- 
ton. Is  a  member  of  Ionic  Lodge,  F.  A.  M.  of  Taunton,  being  a 
Past  Master,  and  of  Sabbatia  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  At  present  he  is 
one  of  the  trustees  of  Tufts  College.  Since  removing  his  residence 
to  Taunton,  he  has  been  a  summer  resident  at  Norton,  at  the  old 
homestead.

WHEATON  SEMINARY. 

Wheaton  Seminary  at  Norton,  of  which  Dr.  S.  V.  Cole  is  Pres- 
ident, was  founded  in  1834  by  Judge  Laban  Wheaton  as  a  memorial 
to  his  daughter.  This  form  of  memorial  was  suggested  by  his 
daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  Eliza  B.  Wheaton,  who  cherished  the  in- 
stitution for  seventy  years,  or  until  she  died,  in  1905,  leaving  an 
honored  name  in  the  records  of  both  school  and  town.  Opened 
in  1835,  the  school  was  for  two  years  conducted  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mary  Lyon  before  she  entered  upon  her  work  at  Mt. 
Holyoke.  The  school  has  had  a  distinguished  record  and  in  some 
ways  done  pioneer  work  in  the  education  of  women.  Phillips 
Brooks,  as  lecturer  and  preacher,  and  Lucy  Larcom,  as  writer  and 
teacher,  are  names  intimately  associated  with  its  history.  Years 
ago  Edward  Everett  Hale  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  character 
of  its  instruction  in  English,  and  only  a  short  time  before  his  death 
he  wrote  in  a  private  letter,  'T  may  even  say  that  I  love  Wheaton 
Seminary." 

The  liberal  endowment  of  the  school  makes  possible  its 
unusually  low  rates.  Its  grounds,  including  the  property  of  the 
Wheaton  estate,  cover  nearly  a  hundred  acres — farm  land,  pine 
groves,  athletic  fields,  and  campus — and  a  more  beautiful  or  whole- 
some spot  for  a  school  it  would  be  difficult  to  find.  Within  the 
last  few  years  five  brick  buildings  have  been  erected  and  at  the 
present  time  two  more  are  in  the  process  of  erection,  one  to  be  used 
as  a  dormitorv  and  the  other  as  a  recitation  hall. 


The  fifteen  resident  teachers  are  graduates  of  nearly  as  many 
different  colleges,  and  some  of  them  have  been  connected  with  col- 
lege faculties.  There  are  six  visiting  teachers  and  among  the  lec- 
turers are  men  and  women  of  distinction  in  the  educational,  literary 
or  scientific  world. 

The  students,  all  of  high  school  age  and  requirements  or  be- 
yond, represent  about  twenty-five  different  states  of  the  Union  and 
all  .the  principal  religious  denominations.  Many  of  them  are  high 
school  graduates  who  come  for  the  excellent  advanced  course  of 
two  years  which  Wheaton  offers  to  girls  not  expecting  to  go  to  col- 
lege, and  also  for  the  broadening  influence  of  the  life  in  the  school. 
There  is  also  a  flourishing  college  preparatory  department,  the 
Seminary  being  on  the  accredited  list  of  the  College  Entrance  Ex- 
amination Board. 

Among  the  special  features  of  the  school  are  its  unusual  equip- 
ment for  physical  training,  with  its  fine  gymnasium  and  athletic 
grounds;  its  native  French  and  German  instruction;  its  music  de- 
partment; its  Domestic  Science  department;  its  high  standard  of 
scholarship;  its  refined  and  interesting  social  life;  its  home-like 
atmosphere,  and  its  insistence  on  character. 

The  school  has  no  secret  societies,  discourages  extravagance 
but  fosters  good  taste  in  dress,  and  is  democratic  in  spirit — a  place 
where  the  poor  girl  and  the  rich  girl  have  an  equal  chance.  In 
matters  of  rehgion,  the  school  is  unsectarian,  but  lays  great  stress 
on  the  Christian  life,  surrounding  its  students  with  those  moral  and 
religious  influences  on  which  true  character  must  depend. 

The  school  is  noted  for  its  high  ideals  and  for  the  fine  character 
of  its  student  body.  The  students  are  proud  of  their  school  and 
can  always  be  appealed  to  for  maintaining  the  "Wheaton  spirit." 
The  atmosphere  is  one  of  loyalty  and  co-operation. 

The  school,  owing  to  its  location  and  to  the  age  and  character 
of  its  students,  can  permit  a  degree  of  freedom  which  is  not  always 
found  in  schools.  The  life  is  in  some  respects  hke  the  life  of  a  col- 
lege, with  the  added  advantages  of  the  home  in  which  oversight, 
guidance,  and  personal  friendship  play  so  important  a  part.

Born  in  London,  England,  November  10,  1857.  Educated  at 
Bancroft's  Hospital,  London,  and  Kortegarn  Institute,  Bonn, 
Germany;  studied  theology  in  Boston  University  School  of  Theo- 
logy. Entered  foreign  missionary  work  in  1885;  in  charge  of  the 
American  Mission  at  Saint  Paul  de  Loanda,  West  Africa;  married 
to  Frances  L.  Cummings,  daughter  of  Charles  Cummings,  of  Read- 
ing, Mass.,  in  1887;  a  year  later,  on  account  of  the  critical  illness 
of  Mrs.  Ratcliffe,  compelled  to  leave  Africa.  Since  1888  has  held 
pastorates  in  Maine  and  Massachusetts.  Has  been  pastor  of 
Trinitarian  Church,  Norton,  since  April  14,  1901.

Organized  April  3,  1832.  First  meeting-house  built  in  1833, 
and  enlarged  two  years  later.    The  chapel,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Eliza 

B.  Wheaton,  was  added  in  1878.  In  1882,  at  Mrs.  Wheaton's 
expense,  extensive  changes  and  improvements  were  made  in  both 
the  church  and  the  chapel;  and  in  furnishing  a  four-dial  Howard 
clock  for  the  new  tower,  the  donor  stated  that  she  had  had  a  ''special 
desire  to  gratify  the  citizens  of  Norton"  thereby.  The  following 
ministers  have  served  as  pastors: — Spencer  F.  Beard,  Cyrus  W. 
Allen,  Homer  Barrows,  William  Barrows,  Franklin  Holmes,

C.  Harrington,  Charles  E.  Harris,  Charles  A.  Ratcliffe. 


DR.  ARTHUR  M.  ROUND.  Born  in  Norton,  September  13, 
1852.  He  attended  the  public  school  and  Rev.  Mr.  Potter's  private 
school.  Prepared  for  college  at  the  Wheaton  Seminary  and  grad- 
uated from  Brown  University  in  1876.  After  teaching  a  while 
he  studied  medicine  a  year  with  Dr.  G.  F.  Keene  of  Providence 
and  entered  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1880,  graduating  in  1884. 
He  was  Externe  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  and  Interne 
at  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital.  He  succeeded  his  father,  Dr.  Ben- 
jamin M.  Round,  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surger\-  in  1884, 
and  is  still  at  it.  The  doctor  takes  an  active  part  in  public  affairs 
of  a  progressive  character. 


NORTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


THE  GIFT  OF  MRS.  ELIZA  B.  WHEATON. 


The  Library  had  its  origin  from  the  Magazine  Club  which  was 
formed  in  1879,  with  the  intention  of  its  eventuating  in  a  free  Public 
Library.  The  Club,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Town,  maintained 
a  reading  room  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  was  open  every  evening  ex- 
cept Sunday. 

At  its  annual  meeting  in  1885,  the  Executive  Committee  and 
Librarian  were  authorized  to  take  action  towards  obtaining  a  Char- 
ter for  a  Public  Library  and  in  April,  1886,  a  Charter  was  granted — 
and  the  Club  turned  over  all  its  publications,  and  fifty  bound  vol- 
umes of  standard  works.  This,  with  donations  by  the  Directors 
and  others  together  with  books  of  Physiological,  Public  School, 
and  Agricultural  Libraries,  amounted  to  some  400  volumes,  A 
short  time  after  the  Library  was  opened,  the  Rhetorical  Library 
consisting  of  245  volumes  was  donated.  The  next  step  was  to 
secure  a  suitable  home;  the  small  room  in  the  Town  Hall  being  the 
only  available  place  and  insufficient.  Through  our  President, 
Rev.  James  P.  Lane,  who  was  untiring  in  his  interest  in  the  Library, 
the  Directors  received  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Wheaton,  two  days  after 
the  formal  opening  of  the  Library,  July  1,  1886,  inclosing  $100, 
and  expressing  her  intention  of  providing  a  "suitable  place  to  put 
books  in"  (as  she  expressed  it)  "and  then  have  suitable  books." 
Mrs.  Wheaton  lost  no  time  in  formulating  her  plans,  and  in  the 
early  spring  of  1887  the  present  eligible  site  was  secured  through 
the  good  offices  of  one  of  the  Directors,  who  made  the  Library  a 
handsome  gift  of  money,  and  construction  began. 

The  Dedication  exercises  occurred  February  1,  1888,  a  very 
interesting  account  of  which  is  in  pamphlet  form  with  illustrations. 


The  success  of  the  Library  was  assured  from  its  start,  and  its 
shelves  now  contain  to-day  over  7000  bound  volumes,  with  a  circu- 
lation of  some  12,000.  Beside  a  number  of  special  gifts  the  Library 
has  lately  received  a  very  handsome  legacy  from  the  late  Benjamin 
Braman  and  his  sisters  Fannie  and  Chloe,  and  Mrs.  Wheaton  pro- 
vided an  annuity  in  her  will.  A  very  fine  portrait  of  Mrs.  Wheaton 
lately  executed  by  Mr.  Frank  Holman  hangs  in  the  Library.

ST.  MARY'S  CHURCH  was  built  in  1865  by  Father  Shahan, 
who  was  at  the  time  pastor  of  St.  Mary's  in  Taunton.  Before  that 
time  Mass  was  celebrated  at  the  old  mill  in  Barrowsville,  the  George 
Arnold  mill  and  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Conaty.  Mr.  Patrick 
Cosgrove  donated  the  land  and  the  present  modest  structure  was 
erected.  The  Chapel  has  been  served  by  many  priests,  but  the 
late  Father  O'Connell  had  the  longest  term  of  service. 

The  present  Pastor,  MARTIN  J.  FOX,  was  appointed  to  his 
charge  in  July,  1904.  Born  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  in  1873.  Edu- 
cated in  St.  Charles  College,  Ellicott  City,  Maryland,  and  at  the 
Seminary  of  St.  Sulpice  in  Paris. 

The  number  of  communicants  who  now  frequent  this  chapel 
is  about  250,  and  the  entire  number  of  souls  about  450.

HON.  FREDERICK  STANLEY  HALL. 


He  was  born  in  Norton,  February  10,  1861.  When  about  ten 
months  old  his  parents  removed  to  Taunton,  of  which  city  his  father, 
Hon.  R.  Henry  Hall,  afterward  became  the  mayor. 

In  1886  he  was  elected  to  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  and  in 
1887  he  was  re-elected.  In  1896  went  as  a  delegate  to  the  National 
Republican  Convention  in  St.  Louis.  In  1902,  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Clinton  Water  Commission  by  ex-Governor  Crane.  In 
1905-6  elected  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  of  2vlassachusetts. 
In  1910,  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  Apportionment 
Committee. 

Attorney  for  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
for  the  last  twenty  years  and  at  present  Attorney  for  the  County  of 
Bristol. 

Married  Bessie  Perkins  of  Taunton,  November  20,  1888,  and 
has  three  children,  Stanley  Perkins,  Frederick  Hastings  and  Rachel. 


CHARLES  D.  LANE.  Born  June  6,  1828— died  July  21, 
1902.  For  many  years  he  was  associated  with  his  brother,  OUver 
H.,  in  conducting  the  butcher  business.  He  had  broad  and  ad- 
vanced views,  however,  in  regard  to  introducing  and  developing 
new  industries  within  the  town  and  he  also  had  the  energy  to  push 
his  ideas.  He  organized  a  company  in  1871,  which  built  a  large 
three  story  shop  and  he  induced  several  manufacturing  concerns 
to  move  into  it.  Although  financially  it  was  finally  disastrous  to 
him,  his  was  the  push  that  set  the  ball  rolling,  and  he  lived  to  see 
Chartley  grow  from  a  few  scattered  farm-houses  into  a  large  and 
prosperous  community. 


OLIVER  H.  LANE,  son  of  Charles  and  Mary  Ann  Titus  Lane. 
Born  in  Norton,  December  21,  1828.  Received  common  school 
education.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  drove  a  meat  cart  for  his  father. 
After  the  death  of  his  father  he  and  his  brother  Charles  continued 
the  business  under  the  name  of  C.  D.  &  O.  H.  Lane,  adding  ice  and 
lumber  to  the  meat  business.  He  was  one  of  Norton's  enterpris- 
ing citizens  and  was  always  ready  to  aid  in  its  upbuilding.  He 
married  Polly  E.  Alden,  May  29,  1851.  They  had  two  children, 
Charles  E.  and  Carrie  A.    He  died  July  24,  1910.

FRANK  A.  CLAPP,  son  of  Charles  G.  and  Mary  J.  Capen 
Clapp,  was  born  in  Norton,  August  28,  1861.  He  is  engaged  in  the 
stable  business  and  is  the  agent  for  the  Adams  Express  Co.  He 
was  elected  Highway  Surveyor  when  he  was  twenty-two  and  has 
been  connected  with  the  highway  service  ever  since,  being  Road 
Commissioner  at  the  present  time.  He  is  serving  his  twenty-fifth 
year  as  constable  and  was  deputy  sheriff  for  six  years,  1896-1901, 
declining  further  appointment.  Is  a  member  of  F.  A.  Chase  Lodge, 
Knights  Pythias  and  Reliance  Lodge,  United  Workmen,  ^lansfield. 


GEORGE  H.  TALBOT.  Born  in  Dighton  in  1846.  For 
over  forty  years  he  has  been  an  active  business  man.  He  located 
in  Norton  in  1867,  and  in  1868  took  charge  of  the  then  small  busi- 
ness which  has  been  developed  into  that  now  conducted  by  the 
Talbot  Wool  Combing  Company. 


MOSES  LINCOLN  was  the  son  of  Gineason  and  Rebecca 
Leonard  Lincoln.  He  was  born  in  Taunton,  February  2,  1837,  in 
a  house  which  stood  on  the  Hne,  partly  in  Taunton  and  partly  in 
Norton.  Received  common  school  education.  When  a  young 
man  be  was  a  member  of  the  Norton  Artillery.  He  carried  on  the 
business  of  wood-working  and  sawing  box  boards  and  shingles  at 
his  mill  in  East  Norton  for  many  years.  He  served  the  town  as 
School  Committee,  Selectman,  Assessor  and  Overseer  of  Poor; 
also  as  Surveyor  of  Highways.  Was  Representative  in  General 
Court  in  1885.  He  was  a  man  of  integrity  and  influence,  always 
esteemed  and  respected. 


WILLIAM  ALLEN  LANE  was  born  June  4,  1842.  Died 
March  10,  1906.  Son  of  Allen  D.  and  Rebecca  Braman  Lane. 
He  was  a  man  who  took  a  deep  interest  in  anything  which  was  for 
the  welfare  of  his  native  town.  He  served  as  Selectman,  Assessor 
and  Overseer  of  Poor  eleven  years  as  follows: — 1881-83,  1886-87, 
1890-91,  1895,  1898,  1901-02,  and  1905.  He  was  School  Com- 
mittee, Moderator  and  Collector  of  Taxes  for  a  number  of  years. 
Was  an  officer  of  the  Bristol  County  Agricultural  Society  for  thirty 
years.  He  enlisted  in  Co.  I.,  4th  Regiment  "Massachusetts  Vol- 
unteers, September  23,  1862,  but  saw  no  active  service  as  he  was 
stricken  with  fever  while  in  camp  in  Lakeville  and  was  discharged 
for  disability,  August  9,  1863.  Member  of  St.  James  Lodge,  A.  F. 
&  A.  M.    Pastmaster  Norton (i range.

Is 
President  of  Inter-State  Box-maker's  Association.  Director  of 
the  Colonial  Cranberry  Co.  Also  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Norton 
Country  Club. 


JACOB  A.  LEONARD,  son  of  Luen  C.  and  Eunice  H.  (Weth- 
erell)  Leonard,  was  born  in  Norton,  December  19,  1845.  He  was 
educated  in  the  schools  of  the  town.

EDWIN  R.  LINCOLN,  son  of  Calvin  C.  and  Catherine  M. 
Lincoln,  born  in  Norton,  July  28,  1862.  He  attended  the  public 
school.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  began  in  the  wood,  lumber  and 
teaming  business,  which  he  still  carries  on.  He  has  served  the 
town  at  different  times  as  school  committee  and  also  as  Road  Com- 
missioner and  highway  surveyor.

The  firm  of  Sturdy  Bros,  was  organized  in  August,  1901,  by 
Arthur  T.,  Louis  A.,  and  Harry  P.  Sturdy,  sons  of  William  A. 
Sturdy.  They  started  work  in  a  small  factory  22  x  2o  feet,  mak- 
ing a  line  of  electro  plated  goods.  The  following  year  an  addition 
was  made  to  the  factory,  and  in  1904  still  another  addition  was 
made,  which  makes  the  present  floor  space  nearly  four  times  as 
large  as  at  first  occupied.  This  last  year  they  have  added  (juite 
an  extensive  line  of  machine  and  hand  made  chains,  includin«': 
gents'  vest  cliains,  coat  chains,  and  fobs. 


HOMER  L.  LANE,  son  of  Charles  D.  and  Fanny  H.  Lane, 
was  born  in  Norton  in  1862.  He  attended  the  pubHc  schools  of 
the  town  and  after  learning  the  business  in  a  neighboring  town  he 
engaged  in  jewelry  manufacturing  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Engley, 
Freeman  &  Co.  For  the  last  few  years  he  has  been  connected 
with  his  brother,  C.  Howard  Lane,  in  carrying  on  an  extensive 
laundry  business,  meanwhile  managing  the  large  farm  upon  which 
he  resides.  Has  been  Registrar  of  Voters  fifteen  years  and  is 
Water  Commissioner.

F.  &  A.  M.,  Attleboro. 


EARL  CARLO  WHITE,  son  of  Earl  Percy  and  Juline  Everett 
White.  Born  in  Norton,  April  20,  1820,  and  died  there  June  10, 
1904.  For  a  short  time  previous  to  November  1849,  he  resided 
in  Bedford,  Mass,  and  at  this  time  returned  to  the  farm  in  East 
Norton,  on  which  he  ever  afterwards  lived.  The  house  on  this 
farm  was  raised  August  22,  1797. 

He  held  offices  in  the  Town,  of  Selectman,  Assessor,  Overseer 
of  the  Poor,  and  for  many  years  was  collector.  He  was  an  ardent 
abolitionist,  an  uncompromising  prohibitionist,  industrious,  thriftv. 


J.  STEPHEN  WOOD  was  born  in  Norton,  August,  1838,  and 
died  February  3,  1901.  He  attended  the  schools  of  the  town  and 
always  lived  near  where  he  was  born  in  East  Nort(Mi.  Beginning 
in  a  small  way  he  built  up  an  extensive  business,  chiefly  in  the  sale 
of  grain,  coal  and  wood.  He  did  a  large  teaming  business,  carried 
on  a  large  farm  and  was  also  a  cattle  trader.  He  was  Postmaster  of 
East  Norton,  was  collector  of  taxes  for  many  years  and  generally 
was  highway  surveyor.  Air.  Wood  was  of  a  sociable,  jovial  dis- 
position, had  a  large  circle  of  friends  and  all  who  knew  him  hold 
him  in  pleasant  memory.

WILLIAM  EDWARD  PAYSON.  A  direct  descendant  of 
Edward  Payson,  who  came  to  this  country  in  1636,  and  who  mar- 
ried a  sister  of  the  apostle  EHot.  Born  in  Salem  in  1S42.  Came 
to  Norton  in  LS75.  Served  as  selectman  and  Overseer  of  Poor  for 
ten  years;  assessor,  twelve  years;  also  as  school  committee. 
President  of  Board  of  Directors  of  Public  Library  eighteen  vears. 
Representative  in  General  Court,  1910.  Served  four  years  as  as- 
sistant paymaster  during  the  Civil  War.  Member  of  Norton 
Grange,  :Masons,  United  Orders  of  Golden  Cross  and  Golden  Star 
and  Norton  \'eteran  Association.  Has  been  connected  in  the  set- 
tlement of  a  large  estate  in  Boston  for  twentv-hve  years. 


HENRY  G.  DANFORTH.  Born  in  Raynham,  February  G, 
1843.  Came  to  Norton  in  1874.  Served  the  town  as  School  Com- 
mittee for  fourteen  years,  1880-1893.  Has  been  moderator  of 
town  meetings  for  past  six  years.  Selectman,  assessor,  Overseer 
of  Poor  and  member  of  Board  of  Health,  from  1906  to  1911,  being 
secretary  of  the  present  boards.  Representative  in  the  General 
Court  from  the  First  Bristol  Representative  District,  1911.  He  is 
a  Past-master  of  Norton  Grange,  P.  of  H.  Also  a  Past-master  of 
Cohannet  Lodge,  United  Workmen,  Taunton. 


SILAS  ALLEN  STONE.  County  Commissioner  of  Norfolk 
County.  Born  in  Norton,  February  3,  1843.  Was  selectman, 
assessor  and  O.  of  P.  of  Norton,  1881  and  1882.  Then  moved  to 
Sharon  and  engaged  in  the  carriage  business.  In  1884  was  elected 
selectman,  assessor  and  O.  of  P.  of  Sharon  and  served  twenty- three 
years.  Was  special  commissioner  of  Norfolk  County,  1892-1895. 
Representative  for  the  Seventh  Norfolk  District,  1899-1900.  Elected 
county  commisioner  in  1907.  Re-elected  in  1910,  receiving  a 
nearly  unanimous  vote  in  the  County.  Is  a  member  of  St.  James 
Lodge  of  Masons  of  Mansfield  and  also  of  Sharon  Grange. 


GEORGE  L.  WETHERELL,  son  of  Caleb  S.  and  Cordelia  E. 
(Lane)  Wetherell,  was  born  in  Norton,  June  3,  1848.  He  was 
engaged  in  the  jewelry  manufacturing  business  with  W.  A.  Sturdy. 
Afterward  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Engley,  Wetherell  &  Co.  He 
has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters  since 
1883 — twenty-eight  years.  He  is  affiliated  with  St.  James  Lodge, 
F.  &  A.  Masons  of  Mansfield.  Also  a  member  of  Orient  Lodge, 
No.  165  of  Attleboro. 


JOHN  C.  PRATT.  Postmaster  of  Norton.  Born  in  Mechan- 
icsville,  Iowa,  October  23,  1879.  When  he  was  quite  young  his 
parents  removed  to  Colorado  Springs,  Col.  He  attended  the 
schools  of  that  place  and  afterward  finished  his  education  in  Taun- 
ton. He  came  to  Norton  in  1903  and  engaged  in  the  business  of 
carrying  on  the  grocery  and  general  store  in  Norton  Center.  He 
was  appointed  postmaster  in  1906.  The  office  is  a  third  class  office 
and  his  commission  as  postmaster  is  signed  by  President  Taft. 
Mr.  Pratt  is  a  member  of  Paul  Dean  Lodge  of  Masons  and  of  King 
Hiram  Chapter,  R.  A. 


WILLIAM  D.  WITHERELL  was  born  in  Norton  near  Win- 
nicunnet  Pond,  March  23,  1831,  and  resides  on  or  near  the  farm 
where  his  ancestor,  WilHam  Witherell,  built  the  first  house  within 
the  Hmits  of  the  town.  He  has  always  been  active  in  town  affairs. 
Was  selectman,  assessor  and  overseer  of  the  poor  from  1860  to 
1866,  during  the  trying  years  of  the  War,  and  again  from  1882  to 
1885,  eleven  years  in  all.  Has  served  as  school  committee,  road 
commissioner,  etc.  Was  Representative  in  the  State  Legislature 
in  1869,  and  again  in  1879.  He  is  affiliated  with  King  David  Lodge 
of  Masons  of  Taunton. 


CHARLES  T.  OLDFIELD.  Born  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  1843. 
Received  education  in  public  and  high  schools  of  that  city. 
Came  to  Norton,  1867;  selectman,  assessor  and  overseer  of  poor, 
1888-1902.  Selectman,  1910-1911,  being  one  of  the  present  board. 
His  whole  time  of  service  as  selectman — seventeen  years — is  the 
longest  since  the  town  was  incorporated.  Was  Representative  in 
General  Court,  1904.  Has  served  on  school  committee,  as  registrar 
of  voters,  moderator,  auditor,  etc.  Past  master  Norton  Grange 
P.  of  H. 


ALFRED  BARKER,  son  of  George  W.  and  Marbery  Man- 
chester Barker,  born  in  Rehoboth,  Jan.  16,  1834 — died  Oct.  3, 
1889.  When  quite  young  he  came  to  Norton.  Educated  in  the 
public  schools.  When  a  young  man  he  was  engaged  in  manufac- 
turing business  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  but  returned  to  Norton  in  1861, 
and  became  a  progressive  and  successful  farmer.  Mr.  Barker 
served  the  town  as  school  committee,  selectman,  assessor  and  over- 
seer of  poor.  He  was  a  member  of  St.  James  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M. 
In  1858  he  married  Adeline  F.  Dunham  of  Mansfield  and  they 
had  four  daughters,  Ella  M.,  Laura  F.,  Mary  A.  and  Annette  M. 


DEACON  STILLMAN  SMITH.  Born— 1793.  Died— 1804. 
A  man  of  character,  aggressive,  strong  in  his  convictions  ancl 
progressive  in  thought  and  action.  Contemporaneous  with  great 
reformers  he  took  up  their  work  with  vigor  and  did  what  he  could 
in  his  immediate  surroundings  to  stir  society  in  the  interest  of  prog- 
ress. In  1833  he  was  chosen  deacon  of  the  Congregational  (Uni- 
tarian) Church,  holding  this  position  through  life.  He  married 
Eunice  Wetherell,  2nd,  in  1816.  The  grandchildren  now  living 
are:— Mrs.  A.  B.  Totten,  Taunton;  W.' Clifford  Smith,  Stillman 
A.  Smith,  Norton,  Jewelers;  George  E.  Smith,  Norton,  in  the  piano 
business;  Henrv  K.  Smith,  Taunton,  conductor  on  the  N.  Y.,  N. 
H.  &  H.  Railroad.
